Thrilling Experience In a Sulfmarine. 

Theresis probably no man in the 
world who knows more about the con- 
struction of warships than Sir William 
White, late chief constructor of the 
navy, who has been appointed First 
Fellow of the Institute of Metals. Dur- 
ingsthe sixteen years he was Director 
of Naval Construction he designed 
more than 250 battleships, the building 
and equipment of which represented 
an outlay of over one hundred mil 
lion sterling. As a boy, of humble 
parentage, Sir William developed a 
taste for alf matters connected with 
ships, and at fourteen was apprentic | 
ed in the constructive department of 
the Admiralty. -Five years later he 
came out first in a naval architecture 
examination at South Kensington. In | 
1883 he accepted Lord Armstrong’s of- 
fer of a splendid position in the Els- 
wick works, and two years later he 
was secured by the Admiralty, where 
he remained until a breakdown in 
his health- caused his retirement in 
1902, when he was awarded a special 
grant of money by vote of Parliament | 
in recognition of exceptional services 
to the navy. ‘On one occasion he near-:| 
ly lost his life in a submarine. The 
boat stuck in the mud at the bottom, 
and was only brought up in the nick 
of time. Sir William is a very modest | 
man and the public know compara: | 
tively little of him, though they know 
his work,

Average Englishman In India Looks 


Down Upon the Hindoo. 

Very few natives are admitted to 
the circles of British society in In- 
dia, writes Frank G. Carpenter, The 
average Englishman looks upon the 
Hindoo as of a lower race than him- 
self, and he will not aliow him, to be 
a meinber of his club, or to come to 
his house as a guést, This is especial. 


ly true of the officials of the lower | 


classes, but less so of those who are 
high up in the Government, although 
even among these there is now and 
then an exception. A story is cur- 
rent about a well-known officer of the 
army who was riding on the cars in 
the same compartment with a cul- 
tured Hindoo.’ The army officer had 
been hunting and was tired out. Dur- 
ing the journey he made the Hindoo 
gentleman get down on his knees and 
massage his legs from’ ankles to 
thighs. The high caste to which this 
man belonged was seandalized at the 
treatment and the actiog caused con- 
siderable comment. The better classes 
of the natives say such treatment is 
insulting, and they object to any dif- 
ference being made between them 
and the British. This is one of the 
causes of the unrest of to-day.. , 

Even worse than the position of the 
Hindoos is that of the Eurasians, or 
half-castes. These ure the offspring 
of East Indian women and the vari- 
ous Europeans who have come here 
from time to time. Many are half 
Portuguese, others half French and 
others half British. where are also 
quarter breeds and eighth breeds, or 
Indian mulattoes and octoroons. But 
whatever the cross it is considered a 
disgrace by both native and foreign- 
er. They are always well marked. 
The men are usually dark, and _ al- 
though the women are beautiful and 
now and then fair, you can always 
distinguish the Asiatic blood in their 
features. 

These Eurasians are usually sub- 
ordinate clerks. Many of them go 
into trade and make money, and now 
and then one rises to honorable dis- 
tinction. But they always flock by 
themselves, having their own society, 
with customs the same as the Eng- 
lish. 


Grave of Maurice. 

The Rev. John Frederick Denison 
Maurice, one of the most influential 
thinkers and social reformers of the 
middle of the last. century, and a 
friend of Tennyson and Kingsley, 
passed away April 1, 1872, and was 
buried at Highgate. Yet, according 
to the Rev. J. Capel Hanbury, 
grave cannot now be discovered. 

“Some time ago,’’ says Mr. Han- 
bury, writing to The Guardian, “TI 


made a pilgrimage to Highgate ceme- | 


tery to visit the grave of my_rever- 
end teacher, Professor I. D. Maurice. 
After considerable discussion as_ to 
the spelling of the name, the clerk 
gave me a ticket showing the situa- 
tion and number of the grave. It was 
at the upper end of the cemetery, 
where the grass was high and the 
paths—overgrown. . 

“After a long and’ fruitless search, 
thinking that my old eyes were at 
fault, I engaged the services of two 
of the workmen of the cemetery, and 
together we traversed the whole area 
indicated on my ticket All in vain; 
the grave could not be found. It was

clerk that no one ever asked wher@ijust. call on Mrs. Mollie Dixon, 


Mr. Maurice was buried, and it made 
me sad to think that the last earthly 
resting-place of a man to whom the 
Church of England ‘is under such in- 
estimable obligations should seem to 
be neglected and forgotten.” 

Commenting on the pain that will 
be caused to many by the fruitless 
search for the grave of Maurice, The 
Guardian recalls the inquiry direct- 
ed to him by a lady, who asked, 
“Shall we know eacn other in 
ven?’ to which. he replied with the 
question: “Do we know each other 
on earth?’ There are probably some 
of his friends who will attempt to 
rectify the lack of identification in 
Highgate.

At one of Britain’s most important 
foreign forts the soldierS were once 
badly trapped, says a London paper 
in an article, on the present spy 
scare in England, 

It was known that a Teutonic spy 
was in the. vicinity, bent on making 
plans, apd so the sentry on a maga- 
zine, one moonlight night, kept eager 
watch, and soon was startled by a 
loud rustling in the adjacent trees, 
Going cautiously forward, he sudden- 
ly observed the figure of a man 
perched high on the bough of a tree, 
half hidden by the leaves. 

The sentry’s first impulse was to 
use the business-end of his bayonet; 
on second thought, he determined to 
constrain his captive to his uncom- 
fortable perch all night. The idea 
was thoroughly to the taste of the 
relieving sentries, each of whom, 
during his two hours’ duty, stood 
right under the tree, gazing exultant- 
ly at the figure aloft, and indulging 
in satirical remarks, anything but 
complimentary or consoling.

In the first place, answering the pos-

In 
the same. period it bas reduced the 
death rate ameug people under thirty 
years of age about 30 per cent. It 
bas done sv much that cautious, con- 
servative scientific men are looking 
forward to a complete eradication of 
consumption and otber communicable 
diseases and their banishment to the 
Mmbo where the “black death” and 
emalipox buve been driven. 

Pure air is composed of, approxti- 
mately, seventy-nive parts nitrogen and 
twenty-ove parts oxygen, a trace of 
carbon dioxide, vapor of water and 
minute guantities of other elements 
which have no known influence ep the 
body. After air is expelled from the 
lungs it contains, as Vriestiey first 
demoustrated, an increased amount of 
@arbon dioxide and a reduced amount 
of oxygen. 

It has beep estimated that each per- 
sop requires 3,000 cubic feet of fresh 
air per bour if the proportion of car- 
bon dioxide is to be kept below 6 parts 
ip 10.000—the pure air limit.

cold. The cold is directly caused by | 
microbes, but the system is laid open 
to their attacks by the conditions

The absence of vapor of water is 
usually the result of faulty heating 
methods. A hot alr furnace or stove — 
will supply unduly dry air uniess | 
some device is used for supplying | 
moisture. Such devices are ordinarily | 
attached to furnaces in the form of a | 
small reservoir opening into the air 
supply. Neglect to keep this reservoir 
filled with water is a serious mistake | 
and may be responsible for much dis- 
comfort and illness. Where nv such | 
device is u part of the heating appara- 
tus a vessel of water should be pniced | 
upon the stove or at some point where , 
the bot air will pass over it and take 
up the moisture; ofhefwise it will take 
the moisture from the body.

Some Ventilation Points. 
In considering tbe practical problem | 
of ventilation the following items are | 
of wost importance: 
Tbe wost efficient means of ventilat- | 
ing, especially in. the winter time, is 
the beating system. The bot air fur- 
nace, which insures a constant supply 
of fresh outside air, is the best sys: _ 
tem if the air is supplied direct to 
eacb room and the precautionstaken 
to keep the vir moist whicb | have 
already outlined. While this system 
does not provide for releasing bad air, 


| this usually escapes througb the cracks 


of doors and windows. It is desir 
able, bowever, to bave open fireplaces 
wherever pussible to insure the rapid 
escupe of vitiated alr. Where stoves 
are employed tbe air is not changed 
very rapidly, and the dangers of con- 
tamination from coal gas vecessitate 
some specin! means of ventilation. Ap 
excelleut measure is to raise the lower 
sash of a wivdow about four inchés | 
and close the opening with an accu: | 
rately fitting bourd. This will allow 
the air to come in between the two 
susbes witbout causing a draft Two 
holes may be cut ip this: bourd and 
small boxes opening toward the ceil- 
ing placed over them. 

As frequently as possible living 
rooms sbould be thoroughly Ventilated 
by opeping all windows apd doors und 
rapidly and compietely changing the 
air. 
Where the bot water or steam sys 
tem is used for heating the above pre 
cautions are also advisable, as such 
systems dv not provide apy meaus of 
ventilation, 


Ventilating at Night. 

The probiew of ventilating at night 
is much simpler, but tu all these tat 
ters commun sense and caution uineal 
be used. In the winter time pre 
cautious should be taken = aguinst 
drafts, but a thorough ventilation of 
the sleeping rooms should be rigidly 
maintained regardiess of the condition 
of the weuatber. It is usually possi- 
ble to have free ventilation without 
draft by -properly placing the bed. 
The ideal method, however, is to have 
a sleeping porch or balcony, where one 
may sleep practically in the open. Such 
a porch cap easily be adjusted for 
protection from inclement weather. 

Another method is the window tent. 


This is very much like an omfinary | 


window awning, but is placed on the 
inside of the window, over the upper 


part of the sleeper’s body, completely | 


shutting him off from the air of the 


room. This method has the advantage | 
of insuring the constant breathing of | 


outside air without drafts and at the 
same time keeping the temperature of 
the rvom fuirly warm.

000 persons end their lives volun-

A Glove Cleaning Hint. 
In washing chamois gloves do not

the moisture, then bang them in a 
strong current of air to dry.
